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Private Calgary tech 
school now allowed 
to grant degrees

A for-profit university in Alberta 
has just been granted the right 
to offer baccalaureate degrees for 
several of its programs, a move 
that New Democrat MLA Raj Pannu 
says is part of the government's 
plan to promote private post-sec- 
ondary education. 

Pannu, a former U of A professor, 
says that the new order, passed on 
34 January, will create a two-tiered 
system for post-secondary educa- 
tion where students can pay more 
for small classes. 

"It's clear to me and Albertans 
that we have been exceedingly well 
served with the system we have, 
which is the most cost-effective 
and accessible system. For-profit 
systems don’t work and are not 
appropriate for Alberta,” he said. 

Randy Kilburn, a representative 
of the Ministry of Learning, said 
that the benefit of allowing for- 
profit universities to operate in the 
province is one of expanded choice 
for students. 


“Post-secondary _— enrollments 
continue to increase in Alberta. 
The message we are sending is 
that Albertans now have another 
option to pursue their studies along 
with our outstanding public insti- 
tutions,” he said. 

Pannu accused the government 
of stealth in passing the new leg- 
islation, which would allow the 
US-based DeVry Institute of 
Technology the ability to grant 
bachelor degrees in Technology 
in Computer Information Systems, 
Technology in Electronics 
Engineering Technology, and 
Business Operations. 

He says that Learning Minister 
Lyle Oberg has some explaining to 
do about the quick passing of the 
order, which he claims was “rub- 
ber-stamped” in Cabinet without 
legislative debate. 

Kilburn said that an indepen- 
dent body, the Private Colleges 
Accreditation Board (PCAB), the 
members of which were chosen by 
the Minister to evaluate the prob- 
lem, gave the recommendation for 
the change.

Off-campus 
fee vote loses 
at second try

It looked, for a time, like the 
referendum on off-campus student 
fees might have shown up on SU 
election ballots after all. 

But the failure of petitioners to 
gather 2500 valid signatures means 
they will once again have to ask 
Students’ Council for approval. 

The proposed referendum was 
asking for an $41.69 per term 
reduction in off-campus students’ 
SU fees. After its defeat in Students’ 
Council last Tuesday, it was was 
given a second chance by a group 
of students collecting signatures. 

They had a day and a half 
to collect the 2500 signatures 
required to force a referendum 
vote. Engineering councillor Joe 
Brindle, who helped with the col- 
lection, said they counted 2596 sig- 
natures before handing them in. 

But after being audited for dupli- 
cate ID numbers and non-students, 
that number fell to just under 2350. 

Students’ Council still holds the 
ability to grant the referendum. 
If councillors elect not to do so, 
then the petitioners may be able 
to submit the extra 150 signatures 
needed to make 2500.

Sikh students collect 
earthquake relief —

East Indian groups have rallied 
together on campus to mobilize 
relief funds for victims of India’s 
26 January earthquake. 

“We have raised $1200 in four 
days and this week we hope to 
reach our goal of $5000," said 
Jasdeep Panesar, Director of the U 
of A Sikh Student Society. 

Panesar discussed the Sikh 
Society's aims of uniting local 
Indian groups and providing relief 
for victims of the quake, which 
caused major damage in the Indian 
state of Gujarat. The Indian Student 
Association and Ismaili Student 
Association have joined forces with 
the Sikh Society. 

“We don't have allegiance to any 
one group, but just want to pro- 
vide help to all people affected,” 
explained Panesar. “That is the 
duty of a Sikh—to stand out in a 
crowd so people know that they 
can always come to us for help.” 

An updated figure for the number 
of bodies uncovered is just over 


46 000, but up to 50 000 in total are 
thought to have been killed. The 
Indian government believes that 
approximately 35 million people 
have been affected, either directly 
or indirectly, and 73 000 homes in 
1000 villages were destroyed. 

Booths will be set up this week 
in HUB, CAB and SUB where dona- 
tions will be accepted. 

According to Kirstie Smolyk, 
community relations co-ordinator 
for the Canadian Red Cross, the 
amount raised north of Red Deer is 
over $419 000. 

The earthquake aid will remain 
on relief for the next three months. 
According to the International Red 
Cross, relief is costing over 
$4 000 000 per day. Canada had 
raised $870 000 as of 2 February. 

The Red Cross only accepts 
cash donations in these situations, 
explained Smolyk, in order to facil- 
itate relief efficiently. The money is 
then used to purchase emergency 
supplies such as blankets, tents, 
medical supplies and clean water. 
Currently, sanitation and shelter 
supplies are the priority. 
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Members of the Sikh Student Society collect funds for earthquake victims. 


Robot vehicle 
gives students 


haeti hopes 
for triurnph

U of A students are turning sci- 
ence fiction into science with the 
Autonomous Robot Vehicle Project 
(ARVP). 

After months of planning and 
work, the U of A students involved in 
the ARVP are again looking forward 
to participating in the International 
Ground Robotics Competition in 
Detroit this summer. 

"We're very excited,” explained 
representative Carolyn © Huston, 
“although it would be nice if it was 
in Florida like last year.” 

The U of A team has achieved a 
number of distinctions during its 
five-year involvement. 

Besides being the only Canadian 
university to participate, the team 
was the first to introduce a 100-per 
cent digital imaging system, and 
the first to use a hydrostatic drive 
system. 

The innovations resulted in the 
team placing second in the vehicle 
design competition in both 1999 
and 2000. 

The U of A team’s robot has pre- 
viously been gas-powered, but this 
year the team changed to an elec- 
trical motor. 

In fact, the robot has gone 
through a massive overhaul, includ- 
ing achange to the frame. The team 
has redesigned the basic struc- 
ture, the electrical system and 
even the software that is used by 
the machine. 

The competition, which has been 
around since 1992, has up to 23 
teams from the US and Japan and 
Canada competing in four areas.

Entering into Edmonton's forth- 
coming mayoral race is Joe 
Devaney, a 21-year old U of A 
Business student who, though 
admittedly young, says he has 
already succeeded at several per- 
sonal challenges.

taken in 1999, as the origins of his 
decision. 

"After attending City Hall meet- 
ings [as part of the course require- 
ment] I became disenchanted with 
the lack of enthusiasm," noted 
Devaney. “It seemed like some of 
the people didn’t even want to be 
there, and that was when I knew 
that I could make a difference." 


Devaney feels strongly about 
increasing regional relations and 
would encourage more meetings 
between these levels of govern- 
ment. As well, he believes issues 
like amalgamation, transportation 
and the Whyte Avenue bar culture 
controversies are important. 

"I put myself center, maybe a 
bit right of center, and obviously 


I am pro-business and initiatives. 
I would like to promote Whyte 
Avenue's uniqueness, especially 
the arts and entertainment." 

Devaney also emphasized eco- 
nomic issues. he said he wants 
to let people know’ what 
Edmontonians can do to become 
involved in city politics. He notes 
that although the economy is doing 
well right now, he feels that we 
could make it even better. 

His campaign team is composed 
of two main organizers along with 
several students and members of 
the community who share his 
interests. Devaney said he has 


- anonymous support from several 


experienced consultants with con- 
nections to various political par- 
ties, including the Alliance, NDP 
and Social Credit. 

“T am always looking for more 
supporters to become involved and 
bring forth ideas or concerns to my 
campaign,” he said. 

Devaney's first fundraiser will 
be held at Cowboy's on 2 March. 
Healso intends to set up polling 
campaigns in SUB to get a feel 
for what students want from their 
municipal government. 

“Call me an optimistic realist ora 
proactive realist,” joked Devaney. 


Referendum put back on track, then derailed again

However, if the petitioners opt to 
top up their signatures, the refer- 
endum would be held separately 
of the SU general election. That 
would pose an extra cost to the SU 
estimated at $44 000. 

The referendum was originally 
brought forward by Engineering 
councillor Tim Poon, who gave 
a presentation to Council last 
Tuesday. After lengthy discussion 
and several amendments, Poon 
withdrew the proposal. 

SU executive members claimed 


that Poon's original proposal—to 
waive SU membership fees for off- 
campus students—would cost the 
organization $116 000 each year. 

That figure was halved when 
Business councillor Dean Jorgensen 
suggested.a half-rate fee of $41.69 
per term. That alteration was main- 
tained in the petition, but petitioners 
estimate that the proposed changes 
would cost the SU closer to $40 000 
annually. 

Dedicated fees, which amount to 
another $27.60 per term, would be 
unaffected by the proposal. 


“We thought that [the SU exec] 
were a little unfair in claiming 
that the Students’ Union can't take 
a $40 000 cut,” said Brindle. “We 
thought they were exaggerating 
their numbers. We felt that whether 
there's acost to the Students’ Union 
or not, these students. are being 
treated unfairly.” 

Still, Brindle reported that when 
they handed in the petition sheets, 
VP (Operations & Finance) Greg 
Harlow, who vocally opposed the 
referendum in Council, shook their 
hands. 


One of the main contentions of 
the motion’s opponents has been 
that students voted on the issue 
just two years ago. 

But Poon says that the Students’ 
Union referendum on fees in 1999 
was based on a simplification of SU 
fees, reducing 48 categories of stu- 
dents to just three: full-time, part- 
time, and summer. 

“It really isn't about the dollar 
figures,” said Brindle. “Most of 
the students can afford $23. It’s 
whether it’s a legitimate charge 
that seems to be an issue.”

Flasher eludes 
Campus Security

On 26 January, 2004 at approxi- 
mately 12:30pm, a female student 
reported a male student exposing 
himself to her inside Rutherford 
Library North. 

According to the female stu- 
dent's report, the male first made 
eye contact with her, then went 
behind a bookshelf and moved sev- 
eral books out of the way in order 
to ensure that she had an unob- 
structed view of him. 

“Apparently the girl saw the 
zipper of his pants, and his hands 
which were covering his penis,” 
said Sergeant Darcy Pennock, who 
works on Community and Crime 
Prevention Services for Campus 
Security. 

Upon the arrival of another stu- 
dent at the scene, the woman 
fled and reported the incident 
to Campus Security. Security 
responded and searched the 
library after receiving the call, but 
was unable to locate the offender. 

The male is described as 
Caucasian, approximately 30 years 
old, 5'8", 150 to 460 lbs, clean- 


shaven, with a tanned complexion 
and short dirty blond hair. At the 
time, he was wearing a green 
cotton sweater with light-coloured 
jeans and running shoes. 

Pennock reiterated the impor- 
tance of being aware of indecent 
exposure and other sex offences— 
especially for females in quiet, 
remote areas. He reminded stu- 
dents to report such individuals 
immediately to Campus Security. 
He said that often students look for 
a secluded, quiet place to study, 
however this is exactly where 
offenders will often strike. 

“People who engage in these 
kinds of activities are generally 
not students," said eleven-year 
Campus Security veteran Sergeant 
Darcy Pennock, who has seen these 
kinds of cases about once a year. 

"We take these reports seri- 
ously,” said Pennock. “From past 
experience, we have found that 
these sorts of offenders already 
have acriminalrecord. Sex offend- 
ers start out with typically this 
kind of behavior, at first acting 
alone, and then move on to public 
areas. It often proceeds to offend- 
ers touching the victim.” 
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Producers, 
student clash 
over Degrassi 
website

TORONTO (CUP) — A University 
of Waterloo graduate student is in 
a dispute over an Internet domain 
name with the owners of the 
Degrassi saga, Canada's popular 
award-winning teen drama. 

University of Waterloo student 
Mark Polger said he fears he might 
lose the right to the address for his 
fan-club website. Epitome Pictures, 
the producers of the Degrassi TV 
series, is looking to take it over. 

Polger created the unofficial 
Degrassi website in 1998 with the 
domain name www.degrassi.ca. 
It contains information about the 
Degrassi television series that ran 
from 1979 to 1992. 

Since February 2000, Epitome 
Pictures has contacted Polger 
repeatedly, requesting the domain 
name. 

According to Polger, they want 
the rights to the Internet real estate 
in part so that they can use it 
to launch their new series, called 
Degrassi, the Next Generation. 

In mid-January, Degrassi pro- 
ducers issued Polger a 416-page 
statement of claim. 

But, Polger refuses to give up the 
name, arguing that it is associated 
with his website. 

“Tam not damaging the Degrassi 
name,” said Polger, who also owns 
the domains www.degrassi.org and 
www.degrassiweb.ca. “I am offer- 
ing free promotion, publicity, and 
advertising. Instead of harassing 
me on this domain name dispute, 
they should be thanking me and 
they should leave me alone." 

He has created a Degrassi mail- 
ing list with over 2000 subscribers 
from Canada, the US, UK, France, 
Israel, and Australia. In 1999, he 
organized a Degrassi convention at 
Centennial College near Toronto, 
where the show was filmed. 

Polger claims that without his 
hard work on his website, the 
mailing list, and the convention, 
Epitome Pictures wouldn't have a 
market to work with. 

Still, without Epitome’s original 
investment in creating the televi- 
sion show, Polger would not have 
a website, according to Linda 
Schuyler, president of Epitome 
Pictures. She maintains, “we own 
our trademark." ; 

Although negotiations are ongo- 
ing, neither side has stepped into a 
courtroom. 

While Schuyler called Polger’s 
claims “full of inaccuracies,” she 
said she is not interested in a 
lawsuit, but rather an “amicable 
solution.” She describes Epitome’s 
interactions with Polger as nothing 
more than "friendly chats.” 

However, what Epitome’s own- 
ership of the Degrassi trademark 
means in legal terms on the 
Internet is not entirely clear. 

The law does not necessarily 
fall in the company’s favour. While 
the name Degrassi may be trade- 
marked by Epitome, Polger is only 
infringing on the trademark if he 
uses the name as a trademark. 

In the past five days fans of the 
show have posted over 100 mes- 
sages on Polger’s website in sup- 
port of his ownership of the site.

together and say, ‘We want public 
debate on this important issue,’” 
he said. 

DeVry has Canadian campuses in 
Calgary, Toronto, and Mississauga. 
It is a for-profit institution whose 
shares are traded on the New York 
Stock Exchange, which Pannu says, 
means it serves the interest of its 
stockholders, not students. 

Tuition rates at DeVry rank 
higher than other Alberta insti- 
tutions, at an average of $1025 a 
course, or $3865 for the first term, 
$3790 for subsequent terms, and 
$4125 in the final term for accred- 
ited programs.

of industrial design and opportuni- 
ties for employment.

SU can, and should, nobly accommodate cuts 


The students trying to lower 
SU membership fees for off-cam- 
pus students have good arguments 
about fairness in their favour. 

But they must also face a strong 
contention from the SU and others 
that off-campus students’ fees are 
essentially subsidizing the rela- 
tively low fees that everyone else is 
paying—that other students’ fees 
ought to be raised to compensate 
for the loss of revenue. 

If the issue prevails in getting to 
referendum, the SU will say that 
there will be drastic cutbacks to 
valuable services as a result of the 
loss of $40 000 or so in fee money. 

Certainly the students’ aim is not 
to downgrade SU quality of service. 
But ultimately, the SU will decide 
precisely which cuts are made. 

The SU could follow through 
with what might well be the tam- 
paign threats, and we could see 
Safewalk falter. The Inner City Kids’ 
Christmas Party might fold, or the 
Housing Registry might crumble. 

But these things will only happen 
if someone in the SU feels spiteful. 
Cutting $40 000 in non-essential 
services wouldn't be hard; $15 000 
redesigning the SU website is a 
waste. VIDS, the TV “information” 
system in SUB, could probably 
stand to go. It ought to be clear toa 
body that spends so much time crit- 


icizing government and University 
spending that non-essential ser- 
vices have no place in an organiza- 
tion largely funded by students. 

It isn’t a question of whether 
harmless cuts can be made, it's 
whether someone will choose to do 
so. The SU may persist in arguing 
that it would be fairest if no cuts 
were made, since off-campus stu- 
dents can use most services. 

Is that so? A long time ago, the 
SU allocated about $10 per year 
from student fees to pay off SUB's 
mortgage. That's a big chunk of the 
$41.69-per-term decrease the peti- 
tioners are asking for. And since 
off-campus students won't be set- 
ting foot in SUB, why should they 
pay for the building? Why contrib- 
ute to campus-life activities when 
they aren't on campus? 

Simply, they shouldn't need to. 
And if the SU has honour, it won't 
rhetoricize about making cuts to 
the services that domatter.

Ads before movies are the last straw 


Higher ticket prices are causing people rent movies and stay 
at home. With fewer people filling more seats, theaters need to 
make up their economic shortfall somewhere.

Ladies and gentlemen, plans are 
being made against you: plans to 
lure you into theatres with prom- 
ises of entertainment and then 
make you sit through commercial 
after commercial while making you 
pay for it. 

These advertising traps are 
already at work across the coun- 
try. The traps are so familiar that 
we squirm and mutter under our 
breaths when placed there, search- 


_ing the cracks of our seats in vain 


for the channel changer. But the 
remote doesn't exist; we are a cap- 
tive audience in a theatre watching 
commercials. Just when did the- 
atres start showing commercials 
before movies? What can we do 
to stop watching commercials on 
time we've paid for? 

‘When I have a little free time, 
when I need a brain break, I turn 
on the TV. I'll surf the channels 
until I find a promising show and 
vegetate away. Roughly every ten 
minutes, the strain on my tiny 
attention span is alleviated by the 
commencement of advertising. 

I own a set of rabbit ears that 
bring TV into my household for free. 
While broadcasting a free signal, 
the TV channels must recover their 
costs by some other means than 
diréct payment.

you could possibly reclaim your virginity. I had 
always assumed that once you lost it, it was gone. 
My definition of a virgin was the same as the 
one in the dictionary: “a person who has not 
had sexual intercourse.” I was quite sure that 
people couldn’t reclaim something physical like 


‘that. I now know that there are circumstances 


in which people label themselves as virgins even 
after having sex. The definition in the dictionary 
obviously fails to address everybody and should, 
therefore, not be so general. 

I often wonder if there is any reason in 
North American twenty-first century society for 
labelling people as virgins or not. There has 
always been an emphasis on the importance 
of female virginity without concern for male 
virginity. Women are supposed to be pure 
and innocent ,yet there are no equivalent 
expectations for men. This double standard can 
be seen in many cultures, especially those with 
patriarchal histories.

Virginity is necessary to stay alive in many areas 
of the world, but in North American culture it 


_ seems to be becoming less important. 


I believe it’s less important because there 
is such a large grey area between virginity 
and non-virginity. Anal sex could be the 
crossover for some, while others might only 
consider traditional penis-in-vagina sex to be 
the crossover. There is no specific point that can 
be marked as the homosexual loss of virginity 
or the heterosexual loss of virginity. If there was 
a difference between the two points, bisexuals 
could lose their virginity twice—once with a 
same-sex partner and again with an opposite- 
sex partner! Losing their virginity twice would 
mean that after one form of sexual intercourse, 
they could still consider themselves virgins of 
another form of sexual intercourse.

this—what’s the point? It’s as if the label is there 
so that people can convince themselves of things 
that aren’t real. 

Virginity can have more than one meaning;

I still don’t 
understand why anyone would reclaim their 
virginity after losing it, but I suppose it 
doesn’t matter if ] understand or not.

as "Holiday In Cambodia,” “Let's 
Lynch The Landlord,” and “Too 
Drunk To Fuck.” 

Biafra got the ball rolling and 
launched into what ended up as 
an almost-five-hour series of 
speeches, rants and humourous 
anecdotes on politics, civil liberties, 
social issues, and artistic expres- 
sion that made sure the packed 
crowd got what they paid for. 

Biafra is certainly no stranger

to social controversy and censor- 
ship (the Dead Kennedys were 
charged with “distribution of mate- 
rial harmful to minors” in 1986 
for the artwork featured on their 
album Frankenchrist) and his mate- 
rial on the subject was clever, 
insightful and drawn from experi- 
ence. 

With speeches such as “Ban 
Everything!” he humourously wove 
ironic and satirical accounts taking 
shots at irresponsible parenting, 
the fundamentalist Christian right, 
and especially Tipper Gore, who is 
responsible for the Parental Music 
Resource Centre and the afore- 
mentioned charge against the Dead 
Kennedys. 


Luckily for the crowd, he proved 
to be a skilled and entertaining 
orator, at some points employing 
his infamous lyrical delivery style 
found on Dead Kennedys records to 
get his message across in an engag- 
ing fashion. What could have been 
five hours of boredom was thank- 
fully transformed into an interest- 
ing and usually amusing display of 
thought. 

The night did have its low points, 
however. Much of Biafra’s political 
commentary came off as unsea- 
soned and overly deterministic, 
with frequent barbs thrown at 
George W Bush that started off as 
amusing (especially during a read- 
ing of some of Bush’s finer gaffes), 


but quickly grew tired. Although 
Biafra was a presidential candi- 
date last year with the Green Party, 
many of his points about NAFTA, 
domestic finance and foreign policy 
in areas such as the Middle East 
and Asia were oversimplified and 
showed a lack of comprehensive 
knowledge in areas of economics 
and international politics. 

It also'seemed more thana little 
contradictory that much of Biafra’s 
rants were aimed at the stifling 
social repression of the religious 
right and the ills of preaching 
and evangelism. But for much of 
the evening, the atmosphere was 
almost one of a fervent church ser- 
vice, with the crowd collectively 
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booing such names as “Stockwell 


- Day” and “Monsanto.” 


Somehow though, this irony 
escaped Biafra as it was repeat- 
edly driven home that the point 
of this session was not to accept 
his messages at face value but to 
digest, question and form your own 
thoughts and opinions. 


How much of the audience took it 


as food for thought and not dogma 
is another matter, but what is clear 
is that the punk spirit is not dead 
for Jello Biafra—it has just moved 
into a different forum and for sev- 
eral hours on Friday night, a few 
hundred university students, punk 
rockers and people of all stripes 
and banners got to share in it.

What could be better than spend- 
ing a night with Freddie Prinze Jr 
and a theatre full of his adoring 
prepubescent fans? I have to admit 
that I find him to be quite the 
“hottie,” but how about the fact that 
he rarely does anything in a movie 
supposedly featuring him? 

Many critics have blasted Head 
Over Heels as a huge mess. Toilet 
humour that is gratuitous and more 
disgusting than funny with a plot 
and jokes that are idiotic. I have 
no idea what the critics were look- 
ing for when they decided to trash 
this movie because the audience, 
myself included, found ourselves 
laughing uncontrollably; the guy 
behind me was laughing so hard 
he snorted up his soft drink. 

Head Over Heels takes place in 
New York City, where everyone 
lives a fast-paced life full of ass- 


kissing parties and ridiculously 
pompous people. In a city where 
models and other celebrities roam 
around incessantly, how is inno- 
cent girl-next-door Amanda Pierce 
(Monica Potter, Patch Adams, Con 
Air) supposed to survive and find 
love? 


After a string of bad relation- 


ships in which she always ends up 
the loser, Pierce finally decides to 
move out of the boyfriends’ apart- 
ments and to find some regular 
roommates. She lands herself an 
unbeatable deal on a luxurious 
Eastside apartment in which her 
roommates are four super-thin, 
super-fabulous models (Shalom 
Harlow, Ivana Milicevic, Sarah 
O'Hare, and Tomiko Fraser). The 
only thing missing is (you guessed 
it) the handsome rich guy. 

Only when she falls for the 
smooth, debonair heartthrob Jim 
Winston (Freddie Prinze Jr, She’s 
All That, Boys and Girls) does she 
think that things might be falling 
into place in her life. As no man 
is as perfect as they seem, Pierce 
and her four roommates do some 
undercover work to find out more 
about Winston and go as far as 
becoming peeping tom-ettes look- 
ing for that inevitable flaw. 

Ah, but here’s the rub: Pierce 
witnesses him committing what 


appears to be a cold-blooded crime. 
Her life begins to spin out of control 
as she and her roommates go back 
to their amateur detective work 
in trying to solve the so-called 
murder, only leading to more and 
more confusion and trouble for the 
girls. 

Head Over Heels attempts to 
show the world of fashion in a 
satirical manner and to bring back 
the notion of bittersweet romance. 
A romantic comedy with great 
exterior shots and expressive use 
of colour adequately portrays the 
ambience of the hustle and bustle 
of metropolitan New York. 

Unfortunately, Prinze barely 
does the amount of acting a 
headliner would be expected to 


do. Although to his credit, he’s’ 


slowly breaking away from his teen 
heartthrob status and moving into 
slightly more mature roles. 

Potter delivers an awkward cli- 
chéd performance in which the only 
thought running through viewers’ 
minds is how much she resembles 
Julia Roberts. The most entertain- 
ing performances are those given 
by the four real-life models. Their 
lines were delivered with the per- 
fect amount of panache and they 
were able to poke fun at themselves 
while still carrying that sexy air 
models are expected to carry. 


From the same writers of There’s 
Something About Mary, the movie 
has the same type of slapstick 
humour, much to the usual Freddie 
fans’ disdain. 

Unless you're a die-hard for 


chick-flicks or a devoted Freddie 
Prinze Jr groupie, it’s better to 
leave this one for the matinées, 
or better yet, the dollar theatre: 
pretty decent for Freddy Prinze Jr 
flick.

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“Special thanks should really go 
out to the Cold War that spawned 
suburban living, and that enig- 
matic, charismatic, diamond 
coated daemon of dictators ... the 
one, the only, Joseph Stalin,” states 
the quote on the back of the pro- 
gram for SubUrbia. 

Without the aforementioned 
“man of iron” and his threatening 
red cloud of communist terror, 
it's quite possible that US society 
may never have birthed that 
paramount achievement of the 
American Dream: the suburbs. 

Ah yes, the suburbs; the North 
American equivalent to the land of 
milk and honey. Where else could 
one stumble across the spectacle 
of a shimmering Chrysler in every 

’ driveway, tract housing as far as 
the eye can see, and of course, that 
mecca of modern convenience, the 
7-41 store. The suburban commu- 
nity is the land of the middle-class: 
those who dared to dream for the 
luxurious mediocrity of colour TV 


and Oreos in the hope of creating a 
better tomorrow for their 2.4 chil- 
dren. 

Eric Bogosian’s SubUrbia takes 
place in the fictional community 
of Burnfield, Illinois, a town that 
could substitute for almost any non- 
descript upper-middleclass neigh- 
bourhood. There, at the back of 
a 7-41, the audience learns that 
for five suburbanite youths the 
American Dream is a total night- 
mare. 

As each of them are confronted 
with the question of what to do 
with their lives, the characters find 
themselves trapped in a slacker 
purgatory of microwave pizza and 
television, torn between the pos- 
sibility of great things outside of 
Burnfield and the stagnant comfort 
of the 7-41 asphalt. 

The events of SubUrbia allow for 
a turning point in the characters’ 
lives. A former classmate, Pony 
(Lodewyk Bredenkamp), has man- 
aged to jump Burnfield’s picket 
fences and land the ultimate fan- 
tasy job, that of rock star. Pony’s hit 
band, Radioneck, is playing near 
Burnfield, and Mr RockStar him- 
selfis slated to pay a visit to his old 
“puddies” the same night. Pony’s 
success and anticipated return 
lead his former school chums into 
an abyss of contemplation of their 
banality that has become their sub- 
urban existence. 

Not seeking to carve out a career, 
Bogosian‘s characters are simply 
trying to eke out a reality. Whether 
or not they can cope with what they 
find is another matter. Jeff (played 
with gripping intensity by Chris 
Fassbender) is perhaps the charac- 


ter most representative of the gen- 
eral indecision about entering the 
“real world.” Living at home with 
mumsy and dadsy, he works at a go- 
nowhere job and is too disaffected 
to be bothered with taking more 
than one course at the local com- 
munity college. Jeff's only vague 
ambition is to do/express some- 
thing of tremendous magnitude. 
Unfortunately, in the suburban land 
of the so-called American Dream, 
Jeff has become too lazy and apa- 
thetic to actually do anything. 

His girlfriend Sooze (Tina 
Stewart), however, seems to have it 
all figured out. Her dream, although 
stereotypical, is to make it big in 
New York as a performance artist. 
Sooze doesn't want to find herself 
in the same predicament as her 
older sister: young, married, and 
tied down with a litter of munch- 
kins. She recognizes that Burnfield 
is a formica-lined cage and to 
escape it she champions herself as 
a revolutionary, a crusader for all 
causes. 

Despite Sooze’s goodwill, 
Bogosian uses her as a model of 
teenage self-righteousness. Sooze 
is against racism but living in sub- 
urbia she has no concept of the 
issue she champions, as all of her 
friends are white. Bogosian makes 
it obvious that there is no lack of 
hypocrisy. 

Reality is not to be found any- 
where in SubUrbia. Everything 
from the characters’ ambitions 
to their conversations is filtered 
through television culture, the 
closest link to the outside world. 
Buff (portrayed, possibly while on 
speed, by Chris Bullough), the 


group's token stoner, literally views 
the world through a video lens, film- 
ing his life (a collection of Jetsons 
episodes, clouds, and pictures of 
his mom praying) in the hope of 
someday becoming a famous vid- 
eographer. 

Tim (Nathan Cuckow) is per- 
haps the only character who dared 
to emerge out of the cocoon of 
the ‘burbs by joining the army. 
However, the experience was not to 
his liking and thus he cut-off part 
of his finger so that he could nurse 
a drinking habit with his disability 
pay. 

Although the bleak world world 
view and slacker mentality of 
Bogosian’s characters are as ste- 
reotyped as the clichéd Pakistani 


owner of the Burnfield 7-14, the 
spirited performances of the young 
and talented cast make the char- 
acters more identifiable than one 
would expect. They transcend 
cartoon caricatures of slacker 
youth and become multi-dimen- 
sional youth full of self-doubt and 
confusion. It is the actors who ele- 
vate the play above the average 
script. 

The play shows us a hopeless 
world of nightmarish apathy and 
disillusionment set amongst the 
pristine plastic of the American 
Dream. SubUrbia is the kind of 
place more terrifying than a dic- 
tatorship—it represents a. self- 
imposed tyranny of the mind. 

Thank-you Joseph Stalin.

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Internet Short Films

There are a ton of movies on the 
Internet, but unfortunately many 
of them are terrible. The same 
freedom that allows innovative, yet 
under-funded, filmmakers a venue 
to display their work to the world 
also allows everyone with a video 
camera and a few friends a chance 
to let everyone see them goof off in 
front of the camera. 

Fledgling directors are embrac- 
ing the Internet, with many short 
films being released on sites like 
ifilm.com and atomfilms.com rang- 
ing from profound to profoundly 
disturbing. 

Covert Operatives shows us what 
can be done with a bunch of old 
GI Joes, a gallon of fake blood, 
anda highly disturbed mind. While 
not all movies revolve around the 
destruction of toys, many rely ona 
single joke or premise (which may 
or may not be highly amusing) to 
carry the film. 

Too many are simply awful, such 
as 2 Guys Go To Hollywood, which 
follows the wacky and lame adven- 
tures of two guys ... going to 
Hollywood, or one of many Blair 
Witch spoofs. Still, some clever 
shorts can be found while wading 
through the multitude of film, like 
the hilarious Napster Bad, Money 
Good, a flash animated stab at the 
lawsuit-happy Metallica. 

There are dramas and experi- 
mental films, some of which are 
groundbreaking, and some of 
which are inane. While the idea of 


a documentary shot from a cat's 
perspective might be mildy innova- 
tive, creativity cannot make up for 
a poorly produced film. Other films 
have no problem mixing inven- 
tiveness and quality, such as The 
Yellow Umbrella where a childhood 
dreams and nightmares become 
intermeshed. 

There's even a growing number 
of reality-based films that can be 
seen as either an entertaining or 
disturbing look into the lives of real 
people (note: This does not include 
webcam sites nor the clip of the 
man being attacked by the donkey). 
Spike and Mike, whose Sick and 
Twisted festivals have shown the 
world radical animation for years, 
have entered into the forum by 
presenting Monkey vs Robot, a 
music video which asks the age 
old question, “Why can’t we all 
just get along?” Even the great 
Bill Plympton, who has been pro- 
ducing independent cutting edge 
animation for years can be found 
putting work on-line at sites like 
atomfilms.com. 

The sheer number leaves room 
for an ever-diversifying range of 
films to fill any niche imaginable. 
This is especially true of Star 
Wars fans, who have made parody- 
ing their favourite films a cottage 
industry. Contributions range from 
the mildly amusing American 
Jedi to the awful Chewie’s Star 
Wars Holiday Special, which uses 
action figures and poor animation 
in place of comedy. Spoofing is not 
restricted to Star Wars, as can be 
seen with the all Mime version 
of The Thin Red Line (The Thin 
Red Mime). The glut of wannabe 
filmmakers is extremely large and 
growing. 


The problem for some people 
seems to lie in the fact that there 
are sO many movies and videos 
to choose from. They complain of 
trying to find the diamond in the 
rough as they wade through music 
videos about dildos and films done 
with the half-bored friends of some 
48-year-old auteur. 

While some might raise their 
nose at the oceans of lame shorts, 
I would suggest that they go to 
the video store or the movie the- 
atre, where they can pay a lot 
more money for the same privilege.

When The Beatles called it quits 


in early 1970, "The Quiet One” had 
only just began to fully mature as 
a songwriter. His last two efforts 
with The Beatles, "Here Comes 
The Sun” and “Something” are 
regarded by many to be among the 
band's best. 

And yet Harrison's solo work 
has remained mysteriously over- 
looked. One could perhaps criticize 
him for making this, his 1970 solo 
debut, a triple vinyl set. But it still 
managed to be the first number 
one album by a solo Beatle, and 
it contained the first solo number- 
one single, "My Sweet Lord." 

And so, 30 years (and a bit) down 
the road, we see -the two-CD All 
Things Must Pass finally get a good 
digitally remastered makeover. This 
boxed release sees the previously 


available (and shoddily put together) 
CD dramatically improved upon, 
with five bonus tracks and a com- 
prehensive booklet. 

But what makes this package so 
worthwhile is the music contained 
within. Other than the five-song 
instrumental jam that concludes 
CD two, All Things Must Pass is a 
solid and consistent piece of work, 
far better than any album Paul 
McCartney ever released. Tracks 
like the aforementioned single and 
"Isn't It A Pity” show Harrison at his 
musical peak. And when supported 
by such artists as Ringo Starr, Eric 
Clapton, and Dave Mason (of Pink 
Floyd), as well as a myriad of other 
top-notch musicians, one can only 
wonder why he has remained so 
under-appreciated.

The Golden Bears hockey team 
clinched first place in the con- 
ference combined standings with 
back-to-back home victories over 
the Regina Cougars before over a 
thousand fans at the Clare Drake 
last weekend.

Football is the perfect metaphor 
for capitalism: violence inter- 
spersed with meetings.
